We had many amusing and some unpleasant Incidents and con¬ 


siderable hardships to put up with, the chief of which was th^ 
scarcity of bread and vegetables. Luckily we had found two 
small kegs of lime juice which we carefully husbanded through 
all those long months, calculating at first how much a day we 
might each have to see us safely through till the time of our 
escaping. 

We bad also selected some of the best trees and felled them early 
to season for our boat building in the Spring. We knev that a 
land journey without charts or draught would be next to Imposst- 
ble, besides five of us were sailors and trusted In the sea. 

One day when I was out with Tom Hand examining our traps, I 
had a very exciting and narrow escape. About ton miles from 
our camp we discovered a deep ravine with very abrupt, almost 
perpendicular cliffs fur a greater part of Its length. Tbe edges 
were Imre rock; and only here and there did a tree grow In some 
slight declivity or fissure where earth had collected. Close on 
the edge of the ravine was a very tall and prominent tree, owing 
to the One regularity of Its form. Towards this we wended our 
weary way, and arriving at its base noticed a narrow, irregular 
path down tbe crag’s face. Ae It seemed worn we followed it 
down and reached a cave of no very great dimensions, seemingly. 
It appeared to us a fine, sheltered bating place for our lunch, 
and we determined to build a good fire and be comfortable. To 
this end we both went up above and gathered arms full of wood 
and with flint and steel soon had a fire started, tbe smoke of

Wild Gkbsb and Quails.— Few people are aware of the dam¬ 
age done by wild geese on the wheat fields In California. They 
come In myriads and pull up the young wheat by the roots, and 
cat It, room and all. We ace It stated In the San Francisco Bui- 
Itliu, that on one ranch alone 8,000 geese have been killed this 
Beasoa, and in the county of Colusa alone last season the damage 
done by the wob-footed fowl was estimated at $200,000. A • 
whole family was lately poisoned by eating corn soaked In strych¬ 
nine. The California varieties of geese are the Canada, enow and 
laughing geese. Qualls also have become so plentiful In many 
places on the Pacific coast that they are poisoned by thousands, 
ae they destroy the grajm crop. But a greater nuisance are the 
ground squirrels, which are nearly os bad as the grasshoppers 
this side of “the divide.”—CA<i/en«« Weddy Leader.

more wood we noticed it escaping out of a fissure above and be¬ 
yond the mouth of the cave some distauce away.

An Appeal to the Sportsmen op Iowa. —Clinton, Iowa, Dec. 
15, 1877.— Editor Chicago Field; —I would like, through your val¬ 
uable columns to call attention of 
tbe sportsmen of the State of 
Iowa to a duty that devolves Itself 
upon them, at tbe coming session 
of our legislature, which Is the 
enacting and passing of a just aud 
suitable game law. 

Those who are familiar with our 
present law will back me In the 
assertion, thst It Is no law st all, 
but In fact a “dead letter.” It 
has been amended and changed so 
much that no ordinary man can 
read it and understand Its real 
meaning. Therefore, I would sug¬ 
gest a repeal of the whole thing, 
and in Its place enacted a plain, 
strong law that all can understand. 

“rhe Iowa State Sportsmen’s As¬ 
sociation was formed for the pur¬ 
pose of forming and assisting In 
the passing of suitable laws; but 
in order to do this It must have 
the assistance of all the clubs and 
prominent sportsmen throughout 
the State. Dr. Leas, the President 
of the State Association, Informed 
me a short time since that only 
one club In the State bod offered 
to assist the aasoclstlon. Brother 
sportsmen, this Is rather a bad 
showing, and It behooves us to 
take this matter In hand at once. 
All organized clubs should corres¬ 
pond with the gentlemanly Secre¬ 
tary of the association, Henry 
Miller, Coming; and where there 
are no clubs. Individual sportsmen 
should lend their aid. 1 hope a 
word to the wise Is sufficient.

“a fellow of Infinite Jest—of moat excellent fancy,” who enter¬ 
tained the party with his gibes, hla gambols and racy anecdotes 
until a late hour. 

Next rnuming all were up bright and early for the hunt. A 
(ox had been soon some time before a short distance below tbo 
“Lair," and his whereabouts were pretty accurately ascertainable. 
The hounds had all been kenneled the night before and all neces¬ 
sary details carried out At 7 o'clock the party, consisting of 
about twenty Englishmen, all faultlessly array^ In red coats, 
white knee breeches, top boots and riding caps, all “booted and 
spurred," and the “bolA riders" sallied forth and mounted their 
Impatient steeds. Mr. *on played the role of huntsman, and 
(j. 8. Bmale that of first whip. The experience of tlie former as 
huntsman has been ample and varied, and of him It might bo said 
with no exaggeration, that If he did not know bow to hunt a 
pack of hounds, then nobody did—tliat’s all. Borne distance out 
tlic whips dismounted and unleashed the hounds. 

In a few moments the huntsman, with the hounds still around 
him, had reached a low ground, covered with a kind of furze, 
when suddenly out rang the cry, “Blew! In there, elew! In 1 and 
with a rush and a crash eleven couple of the finest hounds In the 
West went headlong, pell mell through the heavy furze in every 
direction. “Yuli rouse biml Yoll rouse him!” rang out In 
cheery tones from the huntsman. Now for a few moments the 
whole party Is still. Some have dismounted and are adjusting 
Hrths and curbs, and others are sitting anxious and expectant, 
but motionless. In their saddles. Presently a distant but distinct 
whimper is heard, followed in a few seconds by a louder and more 
sonorous cry. Old Tllden has taken the scent I 
“Hoick 1 Hoick I old fellow!" cheers the huntsman, as the 
noble hound gives forth|hls mellow tongue. Now comes a chorus 
of melody which makes the welkin ring, as tbe other bounds 
gradually take up the scent and join In. Backward and forward 
work the eager dogs In every direction, as flashing through the 
covert here and there they take up the trail, old and faint at first, 
but gradually growing warmer and more distinct 
Note the change in the field, made by that first faint whimper. 
Cigars are tossed away, girths tightened, caps fitted more closely 
to the head, and away goes the brilliant-coated cavalcade. In a 
few seconds Old Tilden Is seen to emerge from the swamp of 
furze and strike across the prairie In tlie direction of the lake, 
with the pack In full cry close to his heels. Tlien began the 
chase In good earnest Over fences and ditches, stopping at 
nothing, through plowed land and across the prairie, every man, 
riding for himself, realizes that bo is Indeed on a fox hunt and 
that the game Is started. 

“Forward! forward!” shouted the huntsman, as the hounds, 
finally settling upou the scent., string along across tbe prairie like 
a flock of pigeons. In this style the lake was reached, when the 
trail took a sharp turn to the left and led off toward a heavy 
timber belt skirting still another and lower lake. To the right 
was an elevated hillock which promised a probability of giving a 
view of Reynard before he could reach the shelter of the timllfer. 
To this point of observation dashed three or four of the party 
pell-mell and, reaching It, were fortunately rewarded with a 
glimpse of Reynard’s white-tipped brush, as he disappeared in 
the timber. This proved to be the red fox, a species well known, 
but not so abundant west of the Mississippi river as In the more 
eastern States. 

Meanwhile the chase goes on,

and from the timber stMces off into the prairie. Backwards and 
forwards, up-hill and down-hill, through swamp and furze, and 
over the grass-covered prairie, the run goes bravely on, till finally 
the fox, tired and evidently falling, sought cover In a dense jungle 
of several acres, closely followed by the baying pack. Accord¬ 
ingly, tbe huntsman, knowing the difficulty of dislodging the 
werafty game from his lair, and as the Fairmont sportsmen do not 
desire to kill the fox but rather to preserve him for the purposes 
of sport, blew a shrill “loot, toot, toot" upon his horn and called 
off tbe bounds. The chase had been a beautiful and splendid 
one, extending over a (^stance of eight to ten miles, and from the 
find to the finish had been thoroughly exciting and enjoyable, 
and all now started home. 

That afternoon was devoted to preparations for a grand wolf 
hunt to come off on the morrow. "ITie wolf In tj^at section Is the 
large,grey timber wolf and is very destructive In his depredations 
upon the farmers. They are found on the open prairie and are 
hunted with hounds which follow their scent with even greater 
eagerness and facility than that of the fox. 

Cooking utensils, beds, etc., were packed up In a camp wagon 
in readiness for an early start on the morrow, but a slight rain 
delayed the starting till noon. Tbe point of destination was on the 
open prairie, twelve miles southwest. Some of the party went 
in dog carts and some on horseback—the former le^ing their 
hunters behind their vehicles. On their way out, Messrs. Lyon 
and Grant Sharpe lost their hunters. This accident led to con¬ 
siderable delay and much trouble In recapturing them, which was 
however finally effected. On the way to the proposed camping 
ground the party were Joined by Mrs. Archer-Burton, and about 
sunset went Into camp,on tbe shores of one of the most beautiful 
lakes of that romantic region. The journey had been across tbe 
broad prairies, and of course, on reaching camp, almost every 
member of the party was found to have bagged a variety of game. 
Including cblckens, geese, ducks, etc. Mrs. Archer-Burton, who 
la, by the way, a bride of five short weeks, having thwarted a 
stem parent’s will by an elopement skillfully planned, was forth¬ 
with constituted mistress of ceremonies and charged with the 
duty of preparing supper, which duty, with tbe aid of willing as¬ 
sistants, was speedily performed. The result of her labors was a 
feast fit to set before a king. This over. Tommy McKeou’s ver¬ 
satile Ulents In the way of songs, etc., were brought Into requi¬ 
sition and entertained the party until midnight, when, wrapping 
themselves In their buffalo robes, they lay down In the open air 
and slept the sleep of the truly good, lulled to drowsiness by the 
dismal bowlings of the wolves, which could be hoard In every 
direction out on the open prairie. 

Next morning all were up by daylight, and at sun-up, after a 
light breakfast. In the saddle across the prairie In a southerly di¬ 
rection the country was thoroughly beat eight or ten miles before 
the hounds took the scent. As It moved along, tbe cavalcade was 
a pretty sight and one noteoslly forgotten. Presently, In a dense 
cane brake, tbe scent was started. Thence across tbe prairie 


went the hounds, followed closely by the huntsmen for another 
ten miles, to still another dense cane jungle, covering at least 
ten acres, where, after many futile attempts to oust the game 
from his lair, the sportsmen were finally compelled to forego tbe 
attempt, and turn their horses’ heads towards the camp. 

The ride had been dashing, wild and exciting. Through the tall 
grass of the virgin prairie, across the vast expanse of plain and 
dale, and hillock with no obstructions, no fences or dlUdies to 
hinder their rapid progress, the gallant horsemen rode at a 
furious, headlong pace. 

But now men and horses were both tired, so the hounds were 
called off and the party started for camp and dinner, which, on 
their arrival, they found prepared by the deft hands of Mrs. 
Archer-Burton, ready and awaiting them. 

During the afternoon the party broke up camp and returned 
home. Thence the three bold adventurers from St. Paul wended 
their way homewards on honiuback through lovely scenery along 
the banks of the Minnesota.

E. Waring, Jr. The writer shows such lamenU 
able Ignorance of Held sports in the South, and particularly In 
Virginia, that bis article should not go uncorrected, and in behalf 
of the thousands of Southern sp<.irtsniei), I re<|Uest the publication 
of the Inclosed In tbe columns of your widely, disseiiilnated jour¬ 
nal: 

“In Scribner's Monthly for this month there is what we suppose may 
be called a sensational article under the caption of “The Thoroughbred 
Horse on tbe Turf and Across the Country.” by Qeo. B. Wurlug. Jr. 

Articles of this sort are calculated to make a false Imuression except 
In localities that show their Inaccuracy. This article. If credited, will 
make an impression (In Northern circles, for which doubtless it was 
intended, and In Buglaud, if it reaches so far), utterly at variance with 
facta well-known throughout the South, and especially in Virginia. 

If the writer's knowledge or horses Is nut greater than that which he 
exhibits In regard to fox hunting and hounds in tbe United States, he 
will never attain celebrity among turfmen. In fact, we think, ITof. 
Elzey has felt compelled to look after this writer on the subject of 
horse flesh in the Planter and Farmer. We are rather of the opinion 
that be Is writing for those who learn to ride after they grow up and 
their fathers become rich, and who effect banting to get Into society. 
We have caught horsemen of this order, who bad to be strapped to u 
cavalry saddle to keep them on at a gallop, and who bad to be taught 
to load a carbine or pistol, as a druggist's boy is taught to make piTls. 
Now this would-be historian of fox bunting boustlngly says there are 
about 100 packs of bounds in England, which he says is “its (fox hunt¬ 
ing's) native country.’’ Bo then proceeds: “In a certain seuse there Is 
no practical nse in writing abont fox bunting for on American public. 
It Is true there are several semi-private hnota In tbe country, one at 
least near Philadelphia, being very like the real thing. There lire also 
a few fortunate Americana who arc able now and then to indulge in tbe 
sport abroad, but tbo number of American readers who will ever oven 
see a fox hunt Is comparatively very small. Were one to write only 
(or those who are to test one's lucubrations In field practice one would 
write for an extremely small American audience.’' There is a consid. 
erabie quantity of similar nonsense, showing an utter Ignorance of the 
country aud people from Maryland to Florida. 

There are more bounds, aud more well trained packs in Virginia 
alone, than there are in all Great Britain, and more foxes are caught in 
this congreasional district in a senson than are in tbe whole of Eugland. 
We know a dozen fox hunters within a circuit of leas tlian 100 miles 
who will average SO foxes apiece per season. The first pair of Scotch 
beagles in Virginia—perhaps, and most probably lu the United States 
—were Imported by MaJ. Bamnod Winston, of the county of Amherst, 
tbe Euglisb fox-bound, which be had, being nnable to catch tbe red fox 
in tbe rough bills and monntalns, and the well -bred descendants of 
these dogs are there now. This writer speaks boastfally, or rather 
with wonder of a ''hnnt'' in England, where 40 hounds were kept, and 
we have known near 100 prodneed for a hunt in a single county, aud 
have known a red fox run over twenty miles nearly direct, and across 
James river before he was caught. What would our friends Fortnne 
and Stevens, of Nelson, and Sinclair, of Roanoke, to say nothing of the 
famous old hunters before tbe war, say of the twaddle of this “carpet 
knight." lie must be writing for babies or boobies. He says it is a 
dangerous sport. Of course it is, and especially so to those who never 
rode a horse till they were taught in a riding school. But did this 
writer never hear or a race of people in the United States who could 
and did ride and hunt from babyhood, and who were as familiar with 
the baodllog of horses, bounds and guns as is this writer with his pen! 
Pew (ox hunters lu America I What does he think of this from one 
corner of VirglnluT We quote from the Roanoke Valley: 

“We bear that a challenge has been sent from Messrs. D. R, Stokes, 
of Lnnenbnrg, and L. W. Wimbisb, of this county, to Messrs. W. E. 
Broadnax, of Brunswick, and T. Q. Tucker, of Gaston. N. 0.. to run 
their dogs at red foxes fur anything from (Ul.OOO to fSO.OOO." 

Mr. Warring, Jr., reminds us of certain political writers who pretend 
to know everything about the United States, and have never been five 
miles from a railroad, or further south than Philadelphia—both classes 
have much to learn. Tbe whole United States does not lie east of 
Ubio and north of Mason and Dixon's lino. There are thousands of 
the best shots and beat bird dogs, fox hunters and thoroughbred, well- 
broke bounds In the Boulb, and while tbo disasters of the war curtailed 
the ability of our people to indulge In their natural sports, every year is 
increasing the number of those i^o are returning to the field sports of 
their cavmler ancestors.”

tuiilne Character. 

BV AKNOLI) UUKOE-S. 

Dogs have charactere as strongly and distinctly marked os any 
that wo see exhibited by members of tlie liuinan family. We 
consider character sometldng very different from disposition, for 
tbe latter is almost wholly natural while the fuimer is in a great 
measure controlled and formed by education. Disposition is 
crude temperament; character la trained and improved or de¬ 
based and vitiated individuality. It is true the germs of the fu¬ 
ture character arc Inherent, and colored by the nature of the an¬ 
cestors, and thus certain breeds or individuals display more no¬ 
bility than others, but It Is none the less true that dogs of 
naturally low tendencies can be elevated above them, nnd the 
best be pulled down to the level of the worst. This being tlie 
(act, tlie relation of education to character becomes at once evi¬ 
dent, and the only question that remains Is how and when to ap¬ 
ply that education so that the best results may be attained. 

Dogs are like children in that they receive Impressions at the 
earliest stages of life and from their plastic natures those early 
influences are generally the strongest, so that if III directed it 
will take far more patience and labor to overcome this evil and 
start the pupil In new paths, than it will to guide his first steps 
aright. The man who begins with hia pup tbe moment it leaves 
the dam, and Impresses It first with the idea that he is its friend 
and teacher, will find himself well repaid later by the confiding 
trust and ready yielding to instruction which the pup will dis¬ 
play. The more be associates It with himself, the more Its lower 


nature will drink In the emanations of his superiority and be ele¬ 
vated thereby. Neglect a pup till he has attained months of 
age, and we find him self-willed, less Intelligent and loss suscept¬ 
ible' to Instruction that he could have been under a different 
course. We are justified In this assertion by the experience of 
those breakers, who have given much time and attention to 
handling young dogs, and by that old-trite saying, “It is hard to 
teach an old dog new tricks.” A pup of six months Is old as 
compared with one of as many weeks, and the adage holds good 
In like proportion. 

Many faults can bo corrected by training after the dog has ar- 
1 Ived at what is generally considered a breakable age, but In a 
great ma>>rlly of cases those faults would never have been dis¬ 
played If the pup had been properly reared, that Is, if ho had 
been subjected to better Influences at a time when his character 
was being formed. We seldom sec a truly noble man that was 
not brought up from hla earliest Infancy under refined and culti¬ 
vated associations; we say those formed his character, yet, though 
we care enough for our dogs to pay large, prices for them, we ap¬ 
parently do not care to give them proportional chances, though 
we expect them to display equally great qualities In their own 
line. The trouble Is that the Importance of early training Is not 
recognized, or business and the care of life take up their attention, 
and the pup Is consigned to the semi-imprisonment of the back 
yard or kennel, till he grows so large or gives- so much trouble 
from his uneducated actions, that what Is termed his breaking 
becomes a necessity, then the first thing undertaken is the cor¬ 
rection of faults which he has acquired through neglect; some¬ 
times the dog turns out a grand one—sometimes a (allure; and 
In the latter case the breed Is condemned (or wliat may very pos¬ 
sibly ho only the breaker’s fault 

The Newfoundland and the sheep-dog are quoted as the most 
noble lu character and the most Intelligent of the canine race, 
while the truth is, these dogs, from their constant association 
with mankind, receive far more education than any other breed, 
aud this education elevates their characters and furnishes those 
qualities which they transmit to their successors. We do not 
doubt that other breeds could lu time be brought up to as high a 
standard as those we have named; probably this will never be 
done (or lack of that concerted aud persistent action on 
the jiart of breeders and trainers whlcli is necessary to overcome 
the past ages of neglect; but for all this it will well (my any Indi¬ 
vidual who desires a dog of more than onllnary powers to pay 
due attention bo the formation of his character when young. One 
effort will satisfy any man of the difference that can bo made, 
and furtdsh him subject for wonder and thought. 

The Reugle. 


The leafless montli of November, with its concomitant fogs 
and ttldermanlc festivities, conjures up In the winds of those 
whose little weakness is “ the hound and the horn ” scenes to 
them, at all events, more welcome than any of the brightest days in 
the “ inerrie month of May " could jficld. Witli November com¬ 
mences the season of the genuine Nimrod, he whose mostexalted 
thoughts of mundane happiness carry him to no giddier height 
than the pleasures of the chase. No more opportune time could 
we embrace for a few notes on that particular ennis familiaru 
whose name ligures at the head of this paper. 

Though the bcuglo, like all other varieties, must have had a 
beginning, the exact point from which It originated cannot be 
traced accurately; nor is there any (able which pretends to the 
knowledge. But though mythology fails in pointing out “ tlic 
first beagle," as It does the first greyhound—which, says Topsel 
(translating what Pollux bad related of the Molloslun), was that 
of Cephalus, fashioned by Vulcan in Munesian brass, and quick¬ 
ened with a soul ”—there Is ample evidence of a similar, if not 
ail identical dog. in very ancient limes. 

The canie nenadcue minor of Ray’s synopsis, and the “ little 
pet-like, weakly, crooked, lank, wire-haired hound" of Oppian, 
would appear to be almost identical with the beagle of our own 
period. Then Stradlnus gives a representation of a kind of 
small, long-eared rabbit beagle, strongly suggestive of a cross 
between the hound and the fox-terrlor. Gervasse Markliain, the 
English master of economical philosophy, thus descrilica “ the 
little bmglc which may be carried In a man’s glove,” and which, 
he says, “ were bred for delight only, being of curious scent and 
passing cunning in their bunting, but seldom killing their prey, 
except at some strange advantage." 

It is quite within the memory of some of us the emulation 
which formerly prevailed In producing beagles of the smailust 
growth. Some have been of the most diminutive stature, while 
by all authorities wc arc taught they seldom cxdeeded ten or 
twelve Inches in height. The,^ were so admirably well sorted for 
sfiecd, too, that the proverbial sheet would have covered a goodly 
pack. 

Possibly one of the chief reasons why a breed of hounds so in¬ 
ferior In pace as to be incapable of killing their quarry except at 
some “strange disadvantage,” has been so carefully preserved 
through eo many ages, may be assigned to their supplying the 
wants, wlilcli would otherwise be felt by those who from age, in- 
llrmlty, or other causes, may not be able to enjoy tbe pleasure of 
a more brilliant style of bunting. 

If the beagle la lacking in speed, however, he la gifted with 
tbe most exquisite powers of scent, and his courage and eager¬ 
ness arc In no way inferior to that possessed by the fox hound 
and harrier. The sweet music of “ye merry beagles" has ever 
been among tbe more valued of their attributes. Arrian says of 
the Seguslau bound, or Celtic beagle, which answered In ilcscription 
to our own, that “they gave tongue with a clanging howl, like 
yelping carians, but are more eager when they catch the scent;" 
adding, “sometimes, indeed, they gladden eo outrageously, even 
on a stale scent, that I have rated them (or their excessive bark¬ 
ing—alike on every scent, whether it lie of the hare going to 
form or at speed.” This Is as true now as In the classic age In 
which it was penned. The great fault with beagles is their un¬ 
conquerable wildness; it is moat dlllicult to keep them steady to 
one scent, and on this account they should never be cmployeil to 
hunt and drive rabbits In a covert likely to hold a fox. But what 
exciting work it is to shoot rabbits in a great wood to a really 
merry, fussy team of beagles. The way, however, to thoroughly 
enjoy the little “spotted beauties," Is to follow, en pud, a “cry” 
of some six to a dozen couples over a fair hunting country on a 
favorable ilay; the quarry being either a stout hare, a liag (ox, or 
a rod herring. 

November is rather late In the day to think of forming a team, 
hecauec of the dilllculty of obtaining anything but other people’s 
leavings. There arc drafts to be had In plenty, but these arc, 
generally speaking, not of the best. Some, It Is true, may be 
drafted merely on account of size, by reason of their being cither 
too large or nut big enough, and of these good bounds may be 
selected to form the nucleus of a pack; but I should advise the 
Intending master of beagles to spend the entire season with other 
people's and by Improving the opportunity by studying well their 
various features and peculiarities, and by comparing them with 
the following ec.ale of points, should be qualified to get together 
a fair stud when the season is at an end. 

POINTS OF THE BEAULE. 

1. The head has often been described as resembling the fox 
hound’s, but this Is incorrect. Many beagles having more or less 
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taint of the fox-hound will In some degree exhibit Uielr cliaracter, 
but the Irue beagle type le broader and flatter In skull and shorter 
In face, which latter Is Inclined to relrmum. The rpr, too, should 
be larger in proportion und softer in expression. Ean lengthy 
and wide, and a moderate resemblance of the blooilhound’s, 

2. Ntck. Ill the true beagle the under side of the neck la 
“throaty,” but in the more Improved strains this has been al¬ 
most entirely bred out, 

3. The legs cannot be too straight though origlually the re¬ 
verse was considered decidedly characteristic. The fort nrm 
should be well covered with muscle. 

4. Feet small, close, compact and cat-like. 

5. Shoulder. This is a point In the beagle which falls far be¬ 
low the standard of other hounds; It Is often heavy and round; 
Indeed, such Is typical of the old-fashioned sort We would 
recommend that deeper, lighter, shoulders should be tried for, 
and encouraged, similar to those of the fox hound. 

fl. Back and Loin. Thu liack straight, and longer than the 
fox-hound’s or harrier’s; while the loinrequires to bo shorttight 
and muscular. JUbe well rounded, more so than In any oilier of 
the hound tribe. 

7. Bi/ui quarters. Thick and cobby. 

8. Color. The most admired colors arc bluc-mottles and black- 
whlte-and-tans, but all other hound-markings are.admirable. 

9. 8'(ern neatly. feathered, neither too long nor too short, and 
carried gaily, as in the fox-hound.

Disusk op Pointbbs and Setters. —You ask me to buy you 
a good pointer or setter for partridge shooting, and this I will 
gladly do, for I know where to put my hand on some of the old 
sort. He shall be good looking enough to please you, free from 
fur, a thoroughly staunch dog, and no day shall be too long for 
him. He shall quarter his ground in the most approved and 
workmanlike style, and if the birds do not lie to him it shall not 
be his fault. But then the question arises, botiof" "Tem- 
pora mnlaiitHr," and (sniull blame to us) ".Voa mutiimur at> itlie.” 
Things are not as they were. Some fifty years ago a wheat stub¬ 
ble was tlie place in which to And a covey of partridges; the 
straw was half knee higti, and you never knew at what minute It 
would be a case of “To ho!” walk up to your dog or head him if 
you can, while he draws on bis liirds, and “do your level best.” 
The hedges too were broad and straggling, and although “liedge 
pottering” is not to be encouraged, I have seen many a pretty 
find in a bramble-covered ditch when the rigid pointer required 
all one’s encouragement and blandishments to cautiously indicate 
the whereabouts. But now a-days high farming, reaping machines, 
and carefully-trimmed hedges have altered all this. Go into a 
closely-mown stubble, at any rate after the first week or two in 
September, and your entrance Is the signal for the urompt ske¬ 
daddle and subsequent distant flight of the adly ones. Of course 
the kite will make them lay for the nonce, hutpcrha|)S fortunate¬ 
ly few know really how to use it cffectivcl)', and its use early In 
the season is to he deprecated. The only way is to walk the out¬ 
side of your manor, driving your binls hi good cover in the cen¬ 
tre. Or, if averse to so much toil, send a man or two to ride the 
fallows, and have them marked In. They will lie then, and it is 
your own fault if you have not a brace or two labeled, “Killed 
Satuniay,” to send to your friends. But all this time where is 
the dog) He is of no use while tramping the fallows, for twenty 
to one he won't get a point, and the probability is that as soon os 
you reach your pet bit of turnips you will prefer his being taken 
up to seeing him careering through the thick of rour carefully 
marked birds, and—speak It gently—possibly coursing a hare. 
Of course every true sportsman derives double the pleasure from 
shooting over well-broken dogs to that he enjoys in walking up 
his game, but the present English system of fanning is so inimical 
to the creditable performance of the best-intentioned dog, that 
the great majority of sportsmen reluctantly adopt the modern 
style, and are content with a steady retriever at tlieir heels. 
Talking of retrievers, you dou't want a dog half as big as a don- 
keyl They tell you “he can jump a gate with a hare.” How 
often a season docs this happen i A dog that can look dead un¬ 
der the turnips is worth all your big ones that gallop over them. 
It Is quite against my creed to adyocatc the disuse of dogs In 
partridge shooting, but to put a pointer in the most favorable 
light, bis sphere of usefulness is limited to the tirst two or three 
weeks In September. I am putting aside grouse shooting, and I 
fear that in a few years n pointer or setter kept for partridge 
shooting will be a rarity.—J. U. (Windsor), in English Exchange. 


Cobblestone. —Germantown, Fa., Dec. 15, 1877. —Editor Chi¬ 
cago Field ;—In your issue of Dec. 5, Gladstone and the brother 
to shot are credited with wonderful performances. Cobblestone 
eclipses both completely; he is a “dropper,” and at the time of 
this surprising feat was suffering from field trial distemper, a dis¬ 
ease which usually accounts for the bad figure that many celebrities 
cut on those trying occasions. And this Is what he did; “I 
give it as a fact (I) although I did not see it,” but his owner will 
swear about it, and he is a reliable man. A bird was marked 
down over a ditch less than a mile off. Cobblestone going down 
wind at cart horse speed, with his medicine bottle in his mouth 
“a la brother to Shot” leaped into the air to clear the ditch, and 
(here is where he beats Gl^stone all hollow) while In mid air 
getting scent of the bird, he caught himself on the fly, and re¬ 
mained doubled upon a magnificent point In ethereal space. Uls 
owner flushed and killed the bird, and Cobblestone released from 
magnetic attraction, dropped beautifully to shot, and “took 
water,” and this without spilling any of the medicine or allowing 
even the froth to flow from his mouth. Gladstone won’t do; be 
Is not staunch enough; a dog that won’t stop the Instant he 
catches scent, whether be be on the earth, in the air, or in the 
water, is not up to the advanced ideas of the times. His owner 
respectfully offers Cobblestone os another hard nut (1) for crack¬ 
ing. _ CaNIS VlXOABIS.

Mr. Winford Depbnds Judge Edwards.— Germantown, 
Tenn., Dec. 10,1877 .—Editor Chicago Field :—The Iowa trials 
have been a bone of contention from Sept. 8 to the present time. 
So far I have refrained from having anything to say on the sub¬ 
ject, but have noted the remarks of those who have; and what 1 
now write Is not lu answer to any particular one. 

Judge Edwards seems to be the target at which all the remarks 
have been aimed, and Waddlngtou's dogs the basis on which all 
are founded. While I do not by any means defend the judges In 
all they did, yet I believe that each of them was perfectly honest 
In what he did, and their errors wore tiiose of the head and not of 
the heart. I found them all nice, courteous gentlemen, so far as 
1 was coiicoriicd. Judges Lung and Edwards I never met until 
at llamplun. Judge Miller I had the pleasure of knowing prior 
U) that time. Judge Edwanis’ partiality lathe harp of a thousand 
strings upon which they all play. One admlU that Long was 
partial to Nellie, and in the next breath he condemns Edwards 
for being partial to Waddlngtou’s dogs; here the evil is balanced, 
allowing the fault claimed to be possessed by them both. Daisy’s 
work I did not see, I being too unwell to be on the field; but I do 
know she is a little Jewel for tlio work she had. But for the eon- 
tested flush of Queen’s, I had every opportunity to see. As be- 
lore stated, my health being very poor the judges—thanks for 
their kindness—gave me a seat In the wagon with them. The 
covey claimed to be flushed by Queen was flushed by the near 
approach of the wagons while she was drawing on them. There 
was one bird marked down but a short distance from where the 
covey was flushed; Mr. WaddlngUin was ordered by Judge Ed¬ 
wards to work his bitch on it, while the other judges insisted on 
going after the covey whicli flew in the direction of town; the 
bitch by this time had found the trail of the running bird and 
was roadiug when Edwanis called to Mr. Woddlngton to take his 
bitch up; this he repeated when he (W.) called to his bitch to come 
in and trying to force her from the trail, caused her to flush the 
bird when Mr. (\V.) turned to Edwards and said: “Hail you let me 
alone I would have got a polnL” Not one of the judges scored it 
against the bitch, as she had been ordered up before she flushed. 

These are facts which I know to be true. And as to Mr. Wad- 
diiigton’s dogs winning second and third places, tliey surely de¬ 
served it, if ever dogs did. There is not a bluer man living to-day 
than I, yet I say 1 was glad to see Queen and Ned win, for they 
won on‘their nicrlta; and though they be natives they are good 
oues, for I have seen them tested elsewhere than in the trials at 
Hampton; and as for Juilge Edwards’ partiality giving them the 
place they got, gentlcnieii, please remember there were two other 
judges and had Judge Edwards chose to give them merits they 
did not deserve, he was only one—the minority.

tlie smoke of battle has cleared away and we have found the vic¬ 
tors, I am glad to see among the victors Gladstone and Countess, 
and our Memphis friends can feel proud over the laurels won. 

I have refrained from saying or replying to Norman or Judge 
Edwards, thinking the space could be more prolltably employed 
In giving us accounts of the NoshvlUe trials; and at this late 
hour I only do so to set myself right or give at least some of the 
facts as regards the late meeting at Hampton. As far as 1 am 
concerned 1 judge that Nonnan was not a spectator, but has 
merely drawn on his Imagination, helped no doubt by his friend, 
the Judge. He states that some of the trainers showed temper, 
and put Iholr authority above the Judges. To the first I confess 
judgment; to the second, answer no. 1 think when a man is 
given the lie as .Mr. Edwards gave it to me it is time for him to 
show “ temper," even if it docs come from a judge of a field 
trial. 1 will say right here in eoimcction with Stoddard’s friend 
that I saw a bird rise off the stubble, and I do not now claim, 
nor ever did, that any one else saw one. It ought to be evi¬ 
dence enough to such a learned man, as Mr. Edwards is, that 
when the bitch dropped to wing that a bird had flushed. Why I 
showed temper was, Mr. Edwards spoke up promptly and said no 
bird rose—virtually calling me a liar. 

As for his treatment regarding the running of the pointer, 
Charley; when I paid bis entrance no questions were asked me 
whether be was a fast dog or a slow one; neither did I consider 
it anybody's business whether he split the wind or crawled, so 
long as he got there. Kegardlng Mr. Edwards' remark that be 
was “ a hell of a dog for a sportsman to own,” if It will be any 
satisfaction to Mr. E., I will say the gentleman who now owns 
him thinks he is plenty fast enough. In two or three other in¬ 
stances Mr. Edwards seemed to take so much pleasure In showing 
off his authority, I about came to the conclusion he wished to 
handle as well as judge. 

1 do not think a judge has any right to order a dog on to flush 
or his handler either, until the dog has stood as long as his hand¬ 
ler has been accustomed to having him. In two cases did I re¬ 
fuse to flush when ordered, viz.. Blue Dash and Duke, and I still 
think I was right. 

As for Mr. Stoddard being a croaker I think he Is anything but 
that. A man who has done as much for the sporting dogs of 
America as he has In importing such grand dogs as Tborstein, 
Friend, Duck, Sting, Bob, and Duchess, surely is just the man to 
speak out. Mr. Stoddard was an exhibitor last year at Memphis, 
and although not placed no word of complaint came from him.

Sib Thomas Watson on Rabies AMb’-HroROFROBu._In 

last number we quoted from Sir Wm. QHi’s article In the Lmm 
on hydrophobia, in which he mentloneMhe article to comely 
Sir Thomas Watson’s pen. That article appeared in the DecembB" 
number of the ifineteenth Century. He strongly entertains th*^ 
opinion that rabies has at present no other source than con^ 
glon, and that hydrophobia can only arise from the IntroductlM 
of the specIHc virus into the system; that In those countri" 
where rabies Is unknown hydrophobia does not occur. Regardin' 
curative measures he says; "It would be Idle to discuss them 
after the peculiar symptoms of the disease have set In.” Quot¬ 
ing Dr. Anthony Todd Thompson (Medico-Chirurgical TVons 
I83fl), that the “Virus remains dormant in the part where It u 
deposited hy the tooth of the rabid animal until a certain state 
of habit renders the nerves In its vicinity susceptible of Its Influ. 
cnce, and this being communicated, a morbid action is begun in 
tliese nerves and extended to the respiratory nerve which Induce 
the whole train of symptoms constituting the disease.” 

Sir Thomas says that he Imagines that the virus Implanted hv 
the rabid animal may remain lodged In the bitten spot, shut uif 
perhaps. In a nodule of lymph, or detained In temporary and pre¬ 
carious union with some one of the animal tissues without enter¬ 
ing the blood Itself, for a longer or shorter time—in some cases 
perhaps never. Sir Thomas Is strongly of opinion that tarlg czei- 
eion ie ntmoet a mre preventive, provided that the operation be ac¬ 
curate, so that the whole of the cell into which the togth has 
penetrated le perfectly excised. This is the advice, also, of Dr 
Abernethy. If any one Is bitten by a rabid dog. Sir Thomas rec¬ 
ommends “First, that a bandage tight enough to restrain tiie 
veiiinus circulation should be applied just above the wound, be¬ 
tween it and the heart; and next, without any delay, a continuous 
stream of tepid or cold water should be poured from a height 
and therefore with a certain degree of force upon and into the 
wound. This might be done from the spout of a teakettle or 
better from a water-tap, and It should be persevered with, even 
for an hour or two, until the arrival of medical aid. In this way 
the implanted poison would, in all likelihood, be thoroughly 
washed away, and the safety of the sufferer secured. Neverthe¬ 
less, this process need not exclude any subsequent excision, or 
cauterization, should one or the other be thought feasible or de¬ 
sirable to make assurance doubly sure.” 


Mr. Whitman Replies to Warwick. —Chicago, Dec. ill 
1877 .—Editor Chicago Field;—I see your correspondent “War¬ 
wick” ha.s at length given the pedigree of my red Irish setter 
Ranger, and {joints to the dog Carlow to show he is not the best 
bred Irish setter in America, but be does not trace back the 
origin of other noted dogs to show they are equally well 
bred. There are either some errors In his pedigrees, or the au¬ 
thorities I have are wrong. "Idstonc,” In his letter of May 10, 
1875, says Lill II is by Cooper’s Ranger, out of Jephson’s Belle, 
whilst Warwick says she is by Brennan’s Rap; either are good 
enough, but what is wanted are reliable pedigrees. As it may be 
desirable to the admirers of Ranger to know more of 'this dog 
Carlow, and how it happened that his blood came In his veins, I 
will give a portion of a letter on the subject from Henry Jephson, 
Esq., who bred Ranger. 

“Larry's great grandslre was a black setter of a celebrated 
breed in Scotland. I brad from Lurry, believing him to be the 
best sire I could get, and as all the rest of the stock was, so far 
as 1 rould asccrtlan of the purest strain, and, as Carlow, the black 
ancestor, was a grand dug out at work, and very purely bred I did 
not mind the black strain, especially as it had been quite crossei 
out In Larry. I have stuck to this cross, believing it to be quiTE 
as pure as any of the so-called thorough-bred dogs, and Mr. King 
of Ballyanc, our best judge on the subject, quite approved of my 
doing so.” 

It will be seen by this letter, and the pedigrees given, that 
Ranger is a remarkably well bred dog; bis progeny, as well as 
his appearance, clearly show that. Can “Warwick” ^ve the pedi¬ 
gree of any other Irish setter as far back, and as pure, as that of 
Ranger I If so, he will then have settled the question, which he 
sometime since proposed to do, that Ranger was not the best bred 
Irish setter in America. As it now stands I see no proof of that 
fact in Ills communication. J. H. Whitman.

If you could give your readers any Information by 
which they could obtain anything like fair treatment at the hands 
of the Adams Express Co., you would greatly oblige myself and 
others who are so unfortunate at any time to either receive or 
send a dog by tliera.

THE BRANT QUESTION. 

Our readers will doubtless remember the controversy between 
Mr. Greene Smith and Dr. Elliot Coues regarding the question of 
the brant having been killed one hundred and fifty miles from 
salt water. Mr. Smith offered to pay the express charges and ten 
dollars for a true brant so killed. 

A short time since we received from Mr. T. R. Lawrence, taxi¬ 
dermist, of Seneca FalU, N. Y., a letter sUtlng that he liad a 
brant which had been killed on Cayuga lake, 300 miles from salt 
water, which he would send on, and leave the question of Its 
being a true brant to be decided by any three gentlemen we 
might select. At the same time he would make an aOldavIt to 
the fact of Its being killed on Cayuga lake. 

Mr.Greene Smith happened to be In the city and we Immediately 
Informed him of the tenor ofMr. Lawrence’s communication, and 
at his request we wrote Mr. Lawrence to send the bird on, which 
he did. So soon as Mr. Smith saw it he pronounced It a true 
brant, paid the express charges both ways, returned the bird to 
Mr. Lawrence and wrote him Inclosing him ten dollars. 

The following Is Mr. Smith’s letter to us; 

Chicago, Dec. 14, 1877. 

Editor Chicago Field The bird sent to me by Mr. Law¬ 
rence Is a true brant. It was killed, I have no doubt, on Cayuga 
lake, N. Y., and nearly three hundred miles from salt water. My 
former opinion, often published lu liod and Oun and other 
papers as to the habitat of the true brant was wrong. I am glad 
to have the fact fully established. Respectfully yours, 

Grbene Smith. 

Since then Mr Smith has received the following letter from Mr. 
Horace Silsby, of Seneca Falls, which he has enclosed to us, and 
which gives the facts connected with the killing of the brant; 

Seneca Falls, N. Y., Dec. 10, 1877. 
Mv Dear Friend;— The brant sent you by Mr. Lawrence for 
examination was one of a pair that had visited Cayuga lake, and 
was shot near the railroad bridge by Charley Traverse. 

They were undoubtedly the only specimens of the variety of 
wild fowl ever seen In this vicinity. We are, as you know, about 
850 miles air line from the sea coast.. These birds were, In my 
opinion, blown out of their usual migratory route by a severe 
storm that was at the time prevailing on the coast. 

At the same time were seen here some curlews, coast snipes, 
and several varieties of sea gulls, all birds of a kind entirely for¬ 
eign to our waters, and, so far as I can learn, never seen here 
before or eitice. I write you these facta thinking that you will be 
interested In learning as much as possible about the brant killed 
350 miles from salt water Truly your friend.
